Note Sent to Germany Virtually 


ah Ultimatum in Which 


Four Powers Join. 


Parla.—The note of tho Conference 


of Ambassadors to Berlin on dis- 
armament, made public here, shows 
the Allies havo addressed a virtual ul- 
timatum to Germany to consent to 
tha resumption 
of

control. 
This action by tho Allies 


means that In addition to facing its 
many domestic -dinicultica the now 
French Government will come Into 
power having a crisis with tho Reich 
on Its handa. 


It la not to l>e supposed the note to 


Germany signed by Premier Polncaio 
represents a, movo by the retiring 
Premier to put himself ou record, for 
tctore being sent the disarmament 
note ivns approved by 1'rime Minister 
MacDonald aiid represents the well 
thought out attitude of the British 
Government. . it certainly, however, 
places a heavy,burden on the shoul- 
ders ol the .French Premier to be 
named* next week. 


It will be recalled that allied mili-

January, 1923, when the Huhr was 
occupied.

The kidnapping was carried out In 


every detail as planned, Including the 
victim's death, Mr. Crowe said Leo- 
pold and I-oeb confessed.

Leopold admitted writing a letter to 
tho father of the Franks boy demand- 
ing $10,000, and that the automobile 
used to spirit away their victim was a 
rented machine. 


They said they planned a kidnap- 


ping In great detail last November,

Crowe. The youths said they deter- 
mined upon no definite victim and the 
kidnapping 
and 
murder 
of young 


Franks was merely Incidental. 


"The finding of the spectacles near 


the boy's body provided our only tan- 
gible clew," said Mr. Crowe 
It was 


through them that the kidnapping and 
slaying were traced to young Leo 
pold. 


"The little fellow' was killed by i 


blow on the head and then strangled," 
State's Attorney Crowe declared. "A 
chisel wrapped with tape was used 
to strike the blow." 


The chisel was found by reporters 


about tour blocks from the school 
which the Franks boy attended. 


State's Attorney Crowe added th»t 


ether was to be used if the boy had 
not been killed as he was. 
This, he 


added, was all explained In the con- 
fession. 


The killing, the two admitted, Mr. 


Crowe said, was done in an automo- 
bile of the same make as owned by 
Leopold. Leopold and Loeb each ac- 
cused the other of striking the blow 
with the chisel. 


Leopold was calm aa he made hl» 


confession, Mr. Crowe iafd. "He was 
nonchalant." 


.Loeb and '^eopold said they onc« 


had considered kidnapping a son of 
Julius Rosenwaid, head of Sears-Roe- 
buck and Internationally known p,hl- 
Unthroplat, but they abandoned the. 
idea when they realized Mr. Rosen- 
wald had no son. -

the prosecutor that the kidnapping 
plan had been hatched months ago, It 
was laid that .both youths established 
small bank accounts outside Chicago, 
using assumed names.

more truly economic" at the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 


The President said that In Its ad- 


ministrative features the bill repre- 
sents generally an Improvement ovor 
existing law, that It will provide suf- 
ficient revenue for the fiscal year (it 
1925 and prolmhly thereafter if unfor- 
seen expenses do not arise, that tho 
retroactive tax cut of 25 per cent Is 
expected by the people and should 
be promptly given, and that It Is de- 
sirable to have a deflnlo determination 
ot the taxes applying to 1924 incomes 
while the Income Is still being re- 
ceived. . 


"The bill does not represent a sound 


permanent tax poltlcy and its passage 
has been subject to unfortunate Influ- 
ence which ought not to control fiscal 
questions," said President Coolldge, in 
concluding his statement. 
"Still, In 


spite of its obvious detects, Us ad- 
vantages as a temporary relief and a 
temporary adjustment of business con- 
ditions, In view of the uncertainty of

tection against destruction by wind 
and hurricane, according to.odlclals of 
the. Illinois Power and Light corpora- 
tion. 


'The system, they said, known as 


the Malone anchor, has been tried out 
In other states arid has proven a suc- 
cess." 


A holo 6 and 8-10tbs 
Inches In 


diameter Is drilled. A charge of 
dynamite Is lowered Into the hole and 
exploded. The explosion tears'a space 
8 feet wide and 2 feet deep at the 
bottom of the hole. . Into this larger 
space Is poured concrete, which serves 
as tho foundation of the steel tower. 
The steel beams are sunk luto the- 
concrete with the result that the base 
of-each leg of the tower Is approxi- 
mately a feet wide, whereas the leg 
Itself is only about 5 Inches wide. The 
terrific Impact of the. explosion har- 
dens the 5-foot space with tho result, 
officials said, that "no wind or hurri- 
cane can destroy It."

End of Financial Strength 
Comes About That Time, 


New York.—An ofllce building Is 


ID what may be termed the obsolete 
stage after 28 years. Up to that time 
the Income from a building docs not 
vary much from year to year except 
during a long stretch of qversupply, 
when for economic reasons conces- 
sions are given. After the twenty- 
eighth year lisa been left behind an- 
appreciable drou comes In the Income 
of the structure, and at the same time 
a, corresponding increase 
will be 


shown In the maintenance figures, in- 
vestigation recently Into the financial 
affairs and lives of IDS office build- 
ings In various parts of the country 
by the National Association of Build- 
ing Managers 'it the basis for the 
statement that 28 years Is the great 
dividing line In the financial success 
of the average ofllce building. . 


Two Perlodi In Life of Building. 
. The Investigation shows, there are 
two periods In the life of a building.. 
Period |one starts at the,time of erec- 
tion and ends 28 years later. During 
llils time the gross Income Is nearly 
constant. Tho expenses, however! rise 
continually with u Corresponding fall- 
Ing off In the net return: This period 
represents the useful and profitable 
life of nn office building, during which 
It Is earning ah adequate return on 
. the Investment. During most of this 
period, a building'Is able to maintain 
Itself'aa a first-class structure, hous- 
ing only the.best grade of tenants. 


Because of the fact that when n 


building has;arrived at the second 
period of its life and It Is only a ques- 
tion of- time when It will have to be 
dismantled, Its Investment value de- 
clines' very rapidly and Is very often 
extinguished entirely. That Is, \vhere- 
as.lf a building la sold during the 
Drst period of ltsx life U will bring a 
price somewhere near Its cost; if sold 
In the second period of Its life It wllj 
probably bring a much smaller price, 
and often will not be considered as 
adding any value whatever to the land 
on which It stands! 


As n consequence, while a building 


In the second period of Its life may 
for a time under favorable conditions 
continue to be operated at a small 
margin of profit, obsolescence will 
liave largely or wholly destroyed Its 
sale value. 


Replaced by New Structure. 


Period two extends from the twenty- 


eighth year to the time when the 
structure Is dismantled. In this period 
the gross income of a structure falls 
very rapidly as also do its operating 
expenses, while the net Income con- 
tinues to decline at a somewhat faster 
rate lliau during the first half of Its 
lifetime. 
- At the beginning of the second 
period a building finds that, through 
the action of obsolescence In any one 
.or more of Its several forms, It Is los- 
ing Us better class of tenants and 
that It Is Impossible for It to maintain 
Its Income at Its previous level. Be- 
cause of this falling off In Income, It 
must necessarily reduce Its.operating 
expenses In proportion by giving a 
cheaper rate of service, thus becoming 
a second-grade building. 


In spite of all ihat can be done to 


reduce operating costs, the ever-In- 
creasing eitent of repairs and replace- 
ments necessary in an old building 
continued In existence It soon becomes 
a nonproducer and Is likely to be op- 
erated at a loss.-, 
. 


Period two necessarily ends with 


the .life of the building, which occurs 
when obsolescence:has. progressed so 
far that the building Is torn down to 
be replaced by a new structure. Many 
illustrations may be cited of buildings 
thus torn "down and replaced by other 
structures at ages varying from 16'to 
40 years.

This, is not . necessary In locations 
where natural pollen Is abundant. 


Water li Necessary. 


When brooding is heaviest bees re- 


quire most water. In spring they may 
be seen about, tho'well In search1 of 
this necessary article, which goes to 
make up their dally bill of fare. They 
will fly a great distance for It, If not 
obtainable nearby. Many bees are lost 
and chilled when thus carrying water 
for their brood. If there Is no water 
accessible near at hand it will pay you 
to supply some. 


Take a barrel and set It a few fee: 


from the ground, nil It with water and 
cover the top so no bees will drown. 
Then bore a very small hole near the 
bottom of the barrel and let the water 
drip on a board. The board should be 
slanted slightly'to cause the wnter to 
flow slowly along. From'this source 
the bees will be able to help them- 
selves. The nearer the water Is to the 
apiary the fewer bees It will require as 
water carriers, a very important fea- 
ture at this seaion when' the warmth 
and energy of every'bee Is needed in 
the hive to help build up tha colony.

plowed land as scon as the fields are 
dry enough to get orrthem; It may be 
worked In while making the seedbed 
preparatory to drilling the spring grain 
and clover seed. •• Burned or hydrated 
lime may be applied, after the-soil Is 
dry enough to. stir, and should be 
mlied with the soil very soon aft»r 
spreading. Any form of lime should 
be mixed very thoroughly'with tha soil 
for best results 'with either clover or 
alfalfa.

Thousands of dollars are lost each 


year hecouse broody hens are allowed 
to remnln on the nests Instead of being 
made to produce.. Some poultry own- 
ers resort to starving or (lurking their 
brnody hens or 
withholding wnter 


from them, but such treatment Is In- 
jurious to the hens and 'often throws 
them Into nil early molt.. Better re- 
sults will be gained If the "broodies" 
are given plenty to drink, nnd if a 
mash Is kept before them ull of the 
time. Besides, they should have a 
light feeding of scratch feed twice a 
day.

A broody coop wlileh will help In 


breaking the birds of their desire to 
nest Is also recpmmchded. It should 
be built of wire or Blats, with the bot- 
tom of the same material as the sides 
nnd top,_snd should be placed In. th» 
hen house, prcferiibiy on the roostl. 
About twice.a week the broody coop 
can be opened and ull,the birds al- 
lowed to escape.
